They Voluntarily Reduce Their Per 
Diem from %5 to $3. 


ONLY $2,200 FOR THE GOVERNOR 


Chief Justices of the Supreme Court Re-

The Senate Mag Kill the Bill. 


Columbia, 8S. C., December 14.—The lower 
house of the state legislature tonight killed 
the divorce bill and then jumped into the 
consideration of the bill making a horizon- 
tal slash of all salaries of state officers. 
After a big fight, the bill was passed. Some 
five or six aye and nay votes were taken 
on various amendments. The majority was 
really goaded into passing the bill by ar- 
ments from the opposition that they had 
been in power for four years and this mat- 
ter of reducing salaries had always been 
one of their principal campaign cries, yet 
they had not cut salaries one cent lower 
than they wepe before they came in. 

‘They even [went so far tonight as to 
amend the biN by cutting their own per 
diem from $5 to $3 and their mileage’ from 
10 cents to 5 cents a mile each way. Rep- 
resentative Sanders offered an amencment 
to make it 50 cents per day and three 
pounds of Bacon and a peck of meal per 
week. It is the general opinion that the 
senate will kill the bill. 

One of the reform leaders sajd on the floor 
that if they did not reduce the salaries and 
give the people the relief they demanded 
“they were gone.’’ The highst annual salary 
provided for by the bill is $2,200—the gov- 
ernor’s salary. It has been heretofore for 
years $3,500. The chief justice of the supreme 
court comes down from $4,000 to $2,000 

During the fight the hall was jammed 
with interested spectators. Whether the 
senate will pass the bill or not remains to 
be seen. It is thought that Governor Evans 
will veto it even if it becomes an act. The 
present governor’s salary is protected by a 
constitutional provision. The state senate 
has killed the bill to establish a blind 
asylum and educational institution at the 
capital of the state.

Alabama Legislators Take a Recess. 
They Meet Again in January. 


The general assembly of Alabama  ad- 
-journed tonight for the holiday. recess, af- 
-one days, to re- 
assemble on Januarv 22d. The first half 
of the session was, according to programme, 
devoted to the consideration of local bills. 
No general laws of importance have been 
enacted, but a multitude of county meas- 
ures have been disposed of. A United 
States senator has been elected, state offi- 
cers have been inaugurated, the tax rate of 
the state has been increased half a mill, 
the bars have been let down and several 
mutual fire insurance companies have been 
licensed, but little else in the way of gen- 
eral legislation has been done. 

Many important general measures will 
come up at the last half of the session. 
Among these will be the proposed changes 
in the election law, changes in the system 
of tax assessment and other ways of rais- 
ing revenue, a contest election law, beside 
the vexing convict question and the law 
regulating state banks, which will be 
passed in anticipation of the action of the 
federal congress in repealing the 10 per 
cent tax. 

Alabama could receive no benefit from 
the repeal ag the law now stands. The 
democrats, by a strange coincidence, have 
exactly two-thirds majority in the house 
and exactly the same majority in the sen- 
ate, hence they have things their own 
way.

The 
money, he declared, was raised at the 
Suggestion of John W. Reppenhagen, a 
leader of the New York democracy, who 
told him the gift was at Commussioner 
Voorhis’s disposal, and he (Creedon) could 
get it by paying $12,000 
Creedon saxi he went to Barney Rourke, 
who straightway raised a subscription on 


in blank. After the $12,000 was raised, 
Creedon was told he would have to get 
$3,000 more, as $12,000 had been offered by 
bergeant Wiegand, of tae ninth precinct. 
The additional sum was raised ana after a 
talk with Commissioner Voorhis, during 
which he denied all knowledge of any fund 
having been raised, he received his ap- 
pointment. 

The $15,000 was handed over to Reppenha- 
gen a few days alter Creedon receiyed his 
appointment. 

The captain was visibly agitated during 
the re@¢ital of his story and declared that 
for years he had hoped to get promotion on 
his merits, but he had been ignored, though 
he had three times passéd the civil. service 
examination with a high percentage. He 
told of being approached once and being 
informed that he could have an appointment 
to a captaircy by paying $6,000. He refused, 
but later had to bow down to the system, 
knowing it was rotten and corrupt, or re- 
main a sergeant all his life. : 

The courtroom was crowded to its ut- 
most capacity, and when Mr. Goff, in con- 
cluding the examination of Captain Cree- 
don, thanked him in behalf of the commit- 
tee, and declared that in consideration of 
his record and the service he had rendered 
to his country, he would not be disturbed in 
his precinct, there was a burst of applause 
from the spectators which continued for 
scme time. 

Creedon Suspended. 

After Reppenhagen had been recalled and 
confirmed the story of Captain Creedon, 
news was received in the courtroom that 
the police commissioners, acting on the ad- 
vice of Superintendent Byrnes, had sus- 
pended Captain Creedon from duty. There 
was much excitement for a time, and after 
a hasty conference with the senate commit- 
tee, Mr. Goff announced that he had issued 
subpoenas for the police commissioners and 
Superintendent Byrnes to expiain their ac- 
tion. 

The spectators rose en masse at this an- 
nouncement and cheered for sevéral min- 
utes. 

Later Police Commissionér Martin and 
Superintendent Byrnes took the stand. They 
declared that when they decided to suspend 
Creedon they had not heard of the commit- 
tee’s recommendation that he be retained 
on the force. In view of this recommenda- 
tion they stated that steps would be taken 
tomorrow to rescind their hasty action. 

This statement was also greeted with ap- 
plause from the spectators, whose sympa- 
thies were all with Creedon. 
Reppenhagen’s testimony, under the 
sweating process that Goff applied, showed 
that he paid $10,000 of the money to ex-As- 
semblyman John Martin, who was known 
as the dispenser of Commissioner Voorhis’s 
patronage. The other $5,000 he retained. him- 
self. Reppenhagen knew the monty was to 
be used as a bribe, and the man who had 
the power.of appointment was John R. 
Voorhis. There was no undérstanding be- 
tween Martin and the witness as to what 
Martin should do with the $10,000. Martin 
told him to keep $6,000 
“We have subpoenaed Mr. Martin,”’ “said 
Mr, Goff, “and have just received a mes- 
sage from him that he has been paralyzed 
since the last election.’’ He is now a saloon 
keeper. 

When Captain Creedon concluded his tes- 
timony Mr. Goff said: “Captain, the commit- 
tee desire me to express their sympathy 
with you in the unfortunate position in 
which you are placed. They also desire me 
to say that they think public interest would 
nct be served by disturbing you in your 
present position as a police captain.”’ 
There was a great cheer at this. Then 
Captain Creedon shook hands with all the 
senators heartily and with Mr. Goff. An- 
other great cheer and hand-clapping took 
place as he left the stand. 
The former police commissioner, John R. 
Voorhis, is now Police Justice John R. 
Voorhis, of the Jefferson market court. 
He was interviewed this afternoon and 
denounced as false Reppenhagen’s. state- 
ment about the $10.000. He knew nothing 
about the matter that Captain Creedon and 
Repenhagen had testified to. and charac- 
terized the story as ridjer'ens. _

Conductors and Drives Go on Strike 
in Washington. 


A HEAVY COTIN WAGES THE CAUSE. 


Department Clerks Have ;to Walk 
~ Home Aftera Hard Day’s Work. 


THE GROWDS OVERTURN THE CARS. 


Police Go Out to Keep the Line Opes 
But Fail, as the People Sympathizse 
With the Strikers. 


Washington, December 14.—Washington 
has a big street railroad strike on its 
hands. The road affected is the Metropolitan 
Street Railroad Company, which traverses 
the best residential part of the city and 
communicates with the capitol. The strike 
took place at about 4 o’clock this afternoon 
at the time of the heaviest traffic, when 
thousands of* government employes were 
leaving the various executive departments 
for their homes. 

It was brought about by a notification 
given the drivers and conductors last night 
that their wages would be cut down from 
$2.08 per day to $1.68. Further than this, 
the men have a grievance with regard to 
the number of hourg they work. Twelve 
hours are supposed to constitute a day’s 
service, but the men claim that they are 
compelled to work from thirteen to fourteen 
hours without relief or intermission or the 
privilege of leaving the car even tor nve 
minutes for meals or for any other purpose. 

The striking employes have the full sym- 
pathy of Washington peoplc. Some years 
ago congress enacted a law providing that 
this and other companies dispense with 
horses and provide some other motive 
power. The other chief railroad complied 
with the conditions, but the Metropolitan 
company, on various pretexts, secured an 
extension of time. Senator Hale and others 
roundly denounced the company in the 
senate and congress made it obligatory 
on the company to change its motive power 
within a few months. The expense entailed 
by this change is one of the reasons given 
by the company for taking the cost out of 
| the wages of their employes. 

At 5 o’clock all the streets traversed by 
the road were blockaded with driveriess 
cars. The president of the company came 
to the scene and by threats and cajole- 
ments attempted to get the cars going. 
The police was brought into play and one 
or two cars were started by their aid. Af- 
ter they had been moved the crowd became 
somewhat disorderly and surged around the 
leading car until the police used main 
force to clear the streets. A patrol wagon 
was called out and drove through the street 
to keep a clear way. Stalwart-looking men 
rushed up to the front car, placed their 
sage gre to the rear platform and lifted 
it off the track, then manepeenes i 
crowd. This seemed to be aud Ba 
more such work.

} where one car was hauled directly cap 
the street. The crowds were all with ¢ 


strikerg and when President Phillips ap- 
peared along the tracks he was greeted with 
hoots and jeers. 

The road remained bld0cked for several 

hours, when &nding that the men could not 
be prevailed upon to continue their trips, 
the cars were returned to the barns. 
Late tonight a conference was held be- 
tween the strikers and railroad officers and 
an agreement was reached. The men com- 
promised on $1.75 per day of twelve hours. 
All the strikers will be taken back, The 
line will resume its operations tomorrow 
morning as usual. 

Accepted ihe Reduction. 
Pittsburg, December 14.—The coal! miners 
employed by Henry Floersheim, at his Not- 
tingham works, on-the Wheeling division 
of the Baltimore and Ohio railroad, have 
accepted the proposed reduction of 9 cents 
a ton in wages, pending a settlement for the 
Pittsburg district. This is the first break 
of the miners in the district and the action 
was taken without consultation with the 
officials of the miners’ organization. 


FACTIONS IN A COLLEGE. 


Some of the Students Protest Against 
a New President. 

Richmond, Va., December 14.—(Special.)— 
There is an interesting fight going on here 
resulting from the election last Wednes- 
day of a president for Richmond college. 
This is the leading Baptist educational in- 
Stitution in the south. The president of 
the board of trustees is Hon. John L. M. 
Curry, late American minister to Spain. 
The college has not had a president since 
the war. Recently, however, it was deter- 
mined to create the place, and Professor 
Boatwright, a twenty-seven-year-old alum- 
nus, was elected over the heads of some 
of the most prominent Baptist educators 
in the state. The selection of the young 
president has raised up two bitter factions 
in the college, one of which ts in favor of 
the new president, and the other antag- 
onistic to him.

St. John’s, N. F., December 14.—Several 
small firms have failed in the last two 
days, but their liabilities are insignificant 
in comparison with the huge failures of 
Monday. The shareholders of both the Union 
and the Commercial banks are demanding 
statements, but have not yet received them. 
The published estimates of the biggest lia- 
bilities show loose methods of doing busi- 
ness. It is likely that the new government 
will institute proceedings next week against 
the bank directors. Arrangements are being 
made for a public meeting of citizens to 
deal with the situation, especially with the 
view of providing for the poorer classes, 
who are on the verge of starvation. The 
members of the government hope to be able 
to raise a loan, but English financiers ab- 
solutely refuse to leral money to Newfound- 
land except on the guarantee of the English 
government, which will not be given unless 
a royal commission investigates the colony’s 
affairs. The Union bank’s standing is still 
hopeful. The Bank of Montreal will estab- 
lish a branch here and this is expected to 
help the Union bank. 


The Emperor Made It Good. é 


Berlin, December 14.—Emperior William 
at his own initiative has added 100,000 marks 
to Chancellor Prince Honhenlohe’s official 
salary to cover the financial loss which he 
suffered by giving up the governorship ot 
Alsace-Lorraine. As the chancellor is a rich 
man, who is not even remotely dependent 
upon his salary, the emperor’s action is 
criticised. It will be discussed in the reich- 
stag, and the increase will not be paid 
unless voted by the deputies.

QUITE. AN ENTHUSIASTIC MEETING 


Every Dollar of the Stock sNecessary to 
Run the Club Through the Season 
Was Taken on the Spot. 


The Atlanta Baseball Club has been or- 
ganized, all of the stock has been subscril- 
ed to and ean election of officers will take 
place next week. 

The organization of the club occurred 
yesterday afternoon, and at it were quite a 
number of the best and most loyal devotees 
vf the game, every one of whom was ready 
to do all in his power to make the game a 
go in Atlanta this season. 

The meeting was not a long one, but it 
was full of business, and the business was 
disposed of in the most satisfactory man- 
ner. Mr. J. K. Ohl was called to the chair 
and Mr. W. H. Barnes was made secretary 
of the meeting. There were very few of 
those who have been interested in baseball 
in Atlanta im the past present, but there 
were in attendance several who have never 


shown their hand before, but who have al- 


ways been generous patrons of the game.. 

A concise declaration of the situation as 
it is was given, showing that Mobile, New 
Orleans, Montgomery, Charleston, Savan- 
nah and Chattancoga were anxious and 
ready to come in. The edict of Secretary 
Young showing that the Southern League 
composed of the cities named in that paper 
had complied with all the laws and rules 
of the baseball code and were entitled to 
membership in class ‘“B’’ and protection 
with the right of reservation was presented. 

“The situation is just this,” it was ex- 
plained. ‘“‘Every one of the toWns is ready 
to open the game again and if the league is 
conducted as it should be there is more rea- 
son today to expect a long and happy life 
than ever before. In most of the towns 
the organization has about been perfected 
and in the others they are all waiting on 
Atlanta. Just as soon as it is known that 
Atlanta is ready to enter everything will 
be in readiness for a meeting of the league. 
That league meeting will put everything in 
shape and then there will be nothing to do 
except secure a manager and a team.’’ 

Some one asked if it was certain that the 
other seven gities would come in. 

“There is no doubt,” was the reply, 
“about New Orleans, as you all know. That 
town under Henry Powers, is always ready 
and it is a good town in any league. Then 
in Montgomery, all those who have been 
interested are anxious to get in the game 
once more. When Montgomery was in the 
league before the grounds were away out 
of town and the transportation was by mule 
cars. Of course that hurt the attendance, 
But now they have good electric lines and 
the grounds will be nearer in. Montgomery 
Was never a bad ball town and this next 
year #ehe will be better than ever. Then 
the street car people are ready to put up 
their money and the team will be kept 
through the year. In Mobile the same 
thing may be said. This year that city has 
quick transit to Frasceti park and with 
the Sunday games allowed there is no 
doubt in my mind about the worth of the 
town as a member. Mobile was always a 
good town, at least it never laid down, and 
there is more than one person anxious 
for the franchise now and for years past 
in the hands of Jack Hooper, one of the 
best men in the play. Savannah is one of 
the best ball towns in the south. It has 
had its disadvantages in the past, which are 
now wiped out. First, there was only a 
slow way to get to the grounds:and then 
there was a want of harmony among the 
people at the head of the club. All of that 
hag disappeared and that city will make a 
fine showing as a ball town next year. 
The service to the park is a quick, fast one 
and the people will find it a pleasure to 
go to the game where it was once a piece 
of ill comfort even to the best fan. But 
now all this has been eliminated and a team 
in Savannah this year will be worth own- 
ing. Charleston hds one of the most de- 
voted baseball men of the south in Mr. 
Passileague, who owns the street railway 
companies. He is anxious to try it again. 
President Nicklin of the league will 
speak for Chattanooga and from what he 
has said there is no doubt about the re- 
sult in that city. We all know the trouble 
Macon has had, but this year there will 
be none of that trouble. There is a new lot 
of people who want the franchise and they 
will stay until the end comes. I am Ssatis- 
fied that the Southern League never had 
a more prosperous or brighter outlook than 
it has for next year. It now remains for 
Atlanta to do her part and give the league 
a start, as all of the cities named have 
been waiting to see what Atlanta would 
do in the matter.” 

The attachment of Atlanta to the Central 
League was mentioned and it was suggested 
that maybe that would be a better forma- 
tion or association for Atlanta than the 
Southern. 

A map was presented showing the location 
of Atlanta with the towns of the Central 
League, and when it was seen that the 
Gate City of the South would be an isolated 
member of that organization and that there 
would be no community of interest, the idea 
of an association of that kind was aban- 
doned. Then, too, when it was shown that 
the protection granted the Southern League 
made Atlanta a member of that league, 
and not a member of the Central League, 
that idea was quickly abandoned again. 

“Then what ought we to do?’ asked one 
of the gentlemen who was attendin; his 
first meeting in Atlanta. 

“We should decide on a home organiza- 
tion first,"”’ was the answer. “In the first 
place, I would not be willing to go into 
any association where each member would 
not be willing to put up a guarantee of 
$1,000 to play the season out. Then we would 
neeqd another $1,000 to get ready for the 
season’s work. If.each of the eight clubs 
will put up that $1,000 there will be no 
doubt about each of the cities finishing the 
season. I happen to know, too, that in 
every one of the towng mentioned the peo- 
ple are willing to put up that:$1,000 and 
then go ahead. Of course all of this is a 
matter for the league meeting to consider 
and determine, but, while that is true, it 
is something that each city of the 
league will have to act upon for itself. 
It will take at least $3,00 to start with, 
and the question for us now to decide is 
whether that money can be raised so that 
we may take our membership, for which we 
have already paid Secretary Young.” 

A canvass of those present was made 
and in less than five minutes the $3,000 was 
taken. There having been some others sug- 
gested as possible stockholders, the an- 
nouncement is authorized that any others 
who desire to become stockholders and 
take a hand in the management of the 
club can come in “‘on the ground floor.” 

It wag decided to ask President Nicklin 
to call a meeting of the league for one day 


-mext week, at which time a permanent 


organization of the association for the 
coming year will be made. 
Those interested in the Atlanta organiza- 
tion will meet again Monday afternoon, 
when an organization of the Atlanta club 
will be perfected and arrangements for an 
application for a charter will be made.

The Louisiana 
man was clearly outclassed and while he 
has developed a little better judginent from 
his training with Dempsey, it was not 
enough to give Him a chance ugainst the 
“Kid” from Saginaw.

‘Aexander Williams ‘Hanged at- Elberton 
for Killing Newt Hampton.

THE VICTIM. DENIED THE CRIME 


His Last Words Were s Declaration Th t 
Be Waa Innocent—Convicted on 
e Woman's Testimony. 


Elberton, Ga., December 14.—(Special.)— 
Alexander Williams, colored, was hanged 
— today for the murder of Newt Hamp- 
on. 

At 12:15 .o’clock Sheriff J. I. Chandler 
brought the doomed man from his cell and 
placed him on a seat between two bailiffs 
in a wagon, which was driven to the out- 
skirts of the city under escort of the El- 
bert Light infantry, commanded by Cap- 
tain Willis B. Adams. The soldiers were 
followed by an immense crowd of people. 
Williams. persistently declared his inno- 
eence to the last with but little quivering 
of nerves. He mounted tne scaffold and in 
a clear voice said: 7 

“On the day of the. resurrection’ my 
blood will be. on somebody’s hands. This 
is the last day of my life. I hate to leave 
you for something I di@ not do. I am per- 
fectly .innocent and willing to go. God 
saved me at the moment. Goodby to all, 
may God’ bless and save you.” 

A short while before he was carried 
from the jail he wrote a letter addressed 
to the public and requested Dr. A. S. J. 
Stovall, county physician, to give it out 
after he was dead. In this letter he Said 
among other things: ‘i 

“TI, Alex Williams, who now ‘stand con- 
victed of the offense of murder, for which 
I must pay the penalty by a sacrifice of 
my life, desire to make this last statement 
on:the'very verge of an: eternity which I 
am about to enter. I belleve that the 
public’ will ‘believe one who shakes in the 
presence of death. I am innocent of the 
crime. I did not kill Newt: Hampton and 
I.cannot die with a lie in my mouth. I am 
making an honest confession. I want to 
say that Laura Jones swore my life away. 
She did not see me the night Newt was 
killed. I-know no reason for her conduct 
in’ the matter except her animosity. I 
don’t know who killed Newt. Realizing 
that I must die, I arm willing. to go and 
meet my God. I would ike to live longer 
to be ‘with those I love. especialiy my 
poor afflicted wife. I. must thank the 
jailor, ‘Mr. Chandler, and his entire house- 
hold for their kind and continued atten- 
tion to me. I also offer my sincere grati- 
tude to my attorney, Colonel’ W. D. Tutt, 
for his untiring efforts in my behalf. To 
all I tender the only thing I can now be- 
stow, a grateful, loving but sad farewell. 
I forgive all who have wronged me.” 


was pronounced dead by Dr. A. 8. J. 
Stovall in fifteen minutes. 


The Crime. 


Williams was thirty-five years old. He 
Was convicted at the September term of 
court of having killed Newt Hampton July 
23, 1894, at the house of a negro woman 
named Laura Jones, alias Laura Goss. 
She was the only witness to the act. Her 
testimony was that.she lived about one 
mile from the courthouse. On the night 
of the killing Hampton, the deceased, went 
home with her. He complained of being 
sick_and laid down on a bed. Shortly after 
that some one called her from the outside. 
She recognized the voice of Williams. She 
refused to admit him and he went around 
the house to a window where he could see 
the bed on which Hampton was lying and 
where’ she could see him. Williams fired 
his pistol through the window at Hampton 
but missed him. Hampton ‘immediatslv 
arose from the bed and went towards fhe 
window. Williams fired the second shot. 
striking Hampton in the side. Hampton 
died in ten minutes. Williams had told 
the witness two weeks before the killins 
that he intended to kill anv man he founu 
at her house. 

Williams was defended at the trial by 
Colonel W. D. Tutt. of the Elberton bar. 
He attempted to prove an alibi, but was 
unsuccessful 

A petition to have the sentence com- 
muted to imprisonment for life was gotten 
up by-a brother of Williams and Governor 
Atkinson respited him for a month to in- 
vestigate the matter. The petition was 
based on the ground that the conviction 
was_had on the sole testimony of a lewd 
woman.

A short time ago orders were 
issued to cenductors on the South Carolina 
and Georgia railroad to collect excess rates 
from passengers not having tickets and to 
put those off the train who refused to pay 
the excess. In compliance with the rules 
the conductors have put several passengers 
out of Augusta off the trains for-refusing 
to pay the excess. Passengers who were 
subjected to the embarrassment of being 
ejected from trains have entered damage 
suits against the railroad. In consequence 
of these suits the railroad issued an oraer 
today rescinding its instructions to conduc- 
tors to collect the excess fares.

ATLANTA, GA., December 15, 1894, 
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Running Out. 

Word comes from ‘Washington that the 
gold reserve replenished by the last 
bond issue to $109,000,000 has been re- 
duced to $97,000,000. This, as an ob- 
ject lesson, is worth referring to every 
day in the week, in order that people 
who do not understand the situation 
shall have no excuse for their ignorance. 

The fact that the gold is again running 
put of the treasury in a steady stream 
shows that the effort to keep our cur- 
rency on a “parity” by discrediting 
every form except gold is a failure. The 
steady demand for gold, and the sur- 
render of the option of the government 
to redeem notes in silver shows that 
there is no “parity.” If “parity” ex- 
isted in reality the demand would not 
be for gold alone. If the government 
had not deliberately discredited all forms 
of its currency except gold it would not 
continue to pay out gold which is drawn 
out for the purpose of forcing another 
bond issue. 

So far as the people are concerned 
they are helpless in the matter. The 
men they elected to look after their in- 
terests are engaged in carrying out a 
republican treasury policy invented in 
the interests of the money power. ‘I'he 
congress the people elected to legislate 
in their behalf appears to be in a hypnot- 
ic condition, without energy or patriot- 
ism. The purchasing power of pat- 
ronage has been effective in all direc- 
tions. 

Where is there a democratic leader, 
worthy of the occasion, who is 
ready to stand up in the _ house 
or in the senate and protest in 
the name of a robbed and _ plun- 
dered people? He is not to be found. 
He has been purchased by patronage, 
or he has been overpowered by the ene- 
mies of the people’s prosperity. 

It is a pitiful spectacle in all respects 
—congress hypnotized or purchased by 
patronage—the money power alert, keen, 
watchful, energetic and aggressive—the 
money kings determined that they shall 
have their way. 

But what of it? Hurrah for John 
Sherman and the single gold standard! 
Now for more bonds! Pile it on the 
people! 


- An Artistic Pioneer. 

Editor Charlies O’Brien Cowardin, of . 
The Richmond Dispatch, is nothing if 
not progressive. 

He is always startling people with his 
daring innovations, and his experiments 
are generally successful. The other day, 
under the caption “What Next?’ the 
following leading editorial appeared in 
his paper: 

Are the papers right in saying that the 

reserve fund is already crawling down- 
ward? If so, what is to be the result? 
, Some people will protest against turn- 
ing a three-line paragraph into an edito- 
rial with a head, but Editor Cowardin 
knew what he was about. That little 
bob-tailed editorial attracted more at- 
tention than anything else in The Dis- 
patch. It loomed up like a red light or 
danger signal, and set people to think- 
ing.. Everybody read it, whereas, if it 
had been a longer article it would have 
been skipped or only glanced at. 

But it is not only in prose that the 
Richmond journalist displays his unique 
and sometimes bizarre originality. A 
few weeks ago when he was attending 


the Southern Press conven'tion he as- 


tonished his companions by occasionally 
reciting the following touching lines to 
music—and to such music as only Cow- 
ardin can sing: :

At It Again. 

When Mr. Edward Atkinson, of Bos- 
ton, goes at anything he goes headfore- 
most, displaying the enthusiasm of the 
crusader, and the agility of the circus 
man. He made a statement before the 
British royal commission on the state 
of agriculture sometime ago to the ef- 
fect that the reduction in the price of 
wheat during ‘the past twenty years 
was mainly due to the’ reduction in 
freight rates between the wheat fields of 
the west and Liverpool. 

It was denied at the time Mr. Atkin- 
son made the statement that there had 
been such reduction in rates as he 
claimed. He naw goes at the subject 
again in a London periodical and pro- 
duces figures to prove that the reduc- 
tion has been even greater than he 
claimed. This is not so great a feat, 
after all, for it is well known that figures 
in Mr. Atkinson’s bands can be made 
to prove anything. The juggler with 
his balls and knives is an amateur by 
the side of Mr. Atkinson and his kKalei- 
doscopic figures. 

It is for this reason, we presume, and 
for no other, that The New York Jour- 
nal of Commerce falls into the trap 
that Mr. Atkinson has prepared for the 
unwary. That paper says: 

The fall in the price of wheat, then, in 
the past twenty years is nearly all ac- 
counted for by the reduction in the cost 
of getting it to market, and very littie of 
the fall has been taken out of the farmer, 
and for this there is some offset in the re- 
duced cost of production. As to the re- 
duced cost of production there is room for 
some difference of opinion. But in freight 
charges alone there has been a reduction 
in twenty years of $5.19 per quarter, or 
65 cents a bushel. The reduction between 
the wheat fields and the Atlantic coast is 
close to fifty cents a bushel. This is a re- 
duction that has not come out of the farm- 
er. 

At first sight it might not be clear why 
the English bimetallists should care te 
break the force of this reasoning. A little 
reflection will explain the matter; in 80 
far as the reduced price of wheat is due 
to’ improvements in transportation - the 
price of wheat to the preducer has not 
been diminished, and the change in price 
at the selling point cannot be attributed to 
the demonetization of silver and the in- 
creased purchasing power of gold. 

The trouble with both Mr. Atkinson 
and The Journal of Commerce is that 
they put the cart before the horse. They 
appear to have a vast interest in this 
question, and yet their interest is not 
sufficiently keen to compel them to get 
at the facts, although these facts lie so 
close to the surface that it seems to us 
no fairly intelligent man can miss them. 

If the fall in the price of wheat dur- 
ing the past twenty years is due to the 
reduction in freight rates, it seems to 
us that the railways are standing mighti- 
ly in their own light. If they are able 
‘to reduce the price of wheat by reduc- 
ing their rates, they are equally able to 
raise the price of wheat by raising rates 
If the managers of these roads have 
been so foolish as to bring their prop- 
erties to the verge of bankruptcy, neces- 
sitating the passing of dividends, the 
reduction of salaries and other expenses, 
and the discharge of thousands of em- 
ployes, when they might have kept up 
their rates and the price of wheat at 
the same time—according to ‘the theory 
of that great financial organ—The New 
York Journal of Commerce—then as- 
suredly they ought to be captured and 
carried to the most convenient insane 
asylum. 

Nothing else is necessary ‘to demon- 
strate the utter absurdity of the conclu- 
sion that The Journal of Commerce 
draws that the price of wheat has fall- 
en in this country and in Europe be- 
cause ‘the granger lines have reduced 
their rates of transportation. But we do 
not propose to let the matter rest here. 


are not such fools as the New York edi- 
tor makes them out to be. They have 
kept up rates, as high as they could 
keep them, and reductions have been 
forced upon them by the fall of the 
price of wheat in London. They had 
either to reduce rates under the pres- 
sure of falling prices or cease to haul 
the wheat. 

In their reports to their stockholders 
the managers of these roads have been 
perfectly frank about the matter, and 
their views have been printed broad- 


over and over again, the self-evident 
truth that rates of transportation are 
controlled by prices. When prices of 
commodities are falling the transporta- 
tion lines are compelled to reduce ra'tes 
in-order to get business. This is per- 
fectly well 
agers, and has been set forth by them 
time and again during the past four 
_years. It is perfectly certain that if 
the: absurd contention set up by The 
Journal of Commerce were correct, all 
that the transportation lines would have 
to do would be to combine. and increase 
their rates and thus restore the price of 
wheat. 

In point of fact, however, the price of 
wheat in this country fell only in re- 
sponse to its fall in. Mark Lane, London, 
where it met the competition of the 
wheat produced in the silver using coun- 
tries.

Work for Minister Young. 


According to advices received at San 
Francisco, the Guatemalan government 
has committed an inexcusable outrage 
upon an American citizen. 

It seems that Mr. W. H. Argall, an 
American citizen, owns some land in 
Guatemala. Recently the jefe politico 
of Guatemala appropriated some of Ar- 
gall’s real estate, and when the latter 
questioned the legality of the proceed- 
ing the jefe threw him into prison for 
his audacity. 

Argall asked permission to see the 
commandant, and the officer in charge 
of the prison then caused him tto be bru- 
tally beaten. 

Fortunately, General P. M. B. Young, 
the American minister, heard of the 
outrage, and demanded the release of 
the prisoner. The president of Guate- 
mala was appealed to, but he ‘treated 
the request with contempt, and allowed 
Argall to remain in confinement for 
twelve days.

General Young has written a full re- 
port of the case and forwarded it to 
Washington, and the matter is now an 
international issue.

THEY ARE WEALTAY AND WELL KNOWN 


They Skipped from Philadelphia to Avoid 
sthe Courts— Both Confess and Will Go 
Back Without a Requisition. 


tiarry W. Wells and Charlies W. Rowe, 
two wealthy Philadelphians, connected 
with the big lumber swindle of that city, 
were arrested in Atlanta yesterday. 

The men formerly operated the Wells 
Lumber Company, one of the largest con- 
cerns of its kind in the city of brotherly 
love. 
man’s exchange and the cut rate dealers 
both men, together with several other 
frms, were placed under arrest by the 
United States authorities, charged with 
using the mails for fraudulent purposes. 
They were committed at the preliminary 
hearing and released on light bond. In 
the meantime other indictments were being 
prepared showing extensive swindles. 

In some way both men learned that 
they would be further criminated and de- 


eidegd to skip. On October 10th they left 
Philadelphia together. Since then they 
have been at large until arrested yester- 
day by Detectives Wright, Looney and 
Cason. Both men acknowledge _ their 
identity and tell about the whole affair.

I was on the point of giviug myself up 
and I am glad that you have me.” Wells 
then gave an account in full of the crime 
for which he was wanted. 

Was a Surprise to Rowe. 

As soon as Wells was in safety at the 
etation house the officers began their 
search for Rowe. He had left the boarding 
Louse and was found at the Markham, 
where he was in warm conversation with a 
brother member of the Grand Army of the 
Republic. Rowe had just finished a descrip- 
tion of the battle of Gettysburg when Officer 
Cason tapped him «@rthe shoulder. 

“What'll you have?” he asked as the de 
tective grarped his arm. He was tuld that 
a man wished to see him at once. “He told 
me to bring you to him,” added the detec-

A Picturesque Pair. 

Several weeks ago Detectives Cason and 
Looney caught sight of the pair in the 
Kimball house, where they were chatting 
away with some northern capitalists, with 
whom they had been traveling. 

There was nothing in the appearance of 
the men to excite suspicion. Next morning 
they were seen by the detectives in the 
same place and with the intuition of men 
who make it a business to study the ac- 
tions of their fellow men the officers de- 
cided that there was something queer in 
the conduct of the pair. 

They decided to shadow them and that 
afternoon it was learned that the men 
were taking quarters at Folsom’s, where 


they had registered as Harry Haze and 
brother. 
This was another point of suspicion. 


There was not the slightest reserhblance 
between the men. They seemed about the 
same size and both had stunted brown 
mustaches, but their general features were 
entirely different. 

One of the men, who last night came 
forth in the person of Rowe, appeared to 
be fifty years old. His hair was slightly 
and his countenance creased with 
wrinkles. He had a heavy, phlegmatic 
look and moved about slowly. 

His companion was much younger and 
more versatile and fluent in conversation. 
There was an absence of the sharp ac- 
cent which the older man used. He talked 
wth much emphasis and showed an abun- 
dance of animation. 

Several days after this the detectives 
Spotted the men when they moved from 
Folsom’s and took up quarters at the 
Davis house, 47 Trinity avenue. 

Here they took rooms and furnished them 
in elegant style. In the meantime the 
younger man had connected himself with 
the Atlanta Machine Company, where he 
had shown himself to be well versed in 
everything relating to the machinery busi- 
ners. He accepted a goed position and 
went regularly to work. He was «nown at 
the new boarding place and at his place #f 
busiress aS Frank Johnson. 

The older man, too, dropped the name 
Heze and introduced himself as Charles 
Ribison. He remained in his apartments 
at the house most of the time, where he 
was engaged in carrying on a large cor- 
respondence. 

It was noticed by the detective@ that the 
men avoided showing themselves on the 
Streets as much as possible and when they 
did venture out for any time both went to- 
gether.

circuiar calling for the arrest of two men 
who were wanted in Philadelphia for swind- 
ling in the lumber business. The descrip- 
tion corresponded to the pair which was 
Shadowed. Convinced beyond all question 
that the right men were in their net, the 
officers communicated by telegram with the 
Philadelphia authorities. It was learned 
that they were wanted badly and that the 
rewards in the capture amounted to $1,500. 
Wells Wanted to Sprint. 

Wells was at work in the Atlanta ma 
chine works when the officers made the ar- 
rcst. He was busy supervising the loading 
of machinery on a Gar. 

To all appearances he must Have been 
on the alert and had revealed his identity 
to one of the young men with whom he was 
at work. 

As the ‘eiheiel deilieted the yara they 
caught sight of Wells standing near the 
car box. Officers Wright and Cason went 
direct to him, while Detective Looney made 
a circuit around the building to approach 
the men from the reer and out off all means 
of escape. ~

wanted for the detectives led him to police 
headquarters. 

The door of Captain Wright’s office was 
thrown open and the men were brought 
face to face. 

They shook hands heartily and took the 
affair as a good joke. 

“Harry, old man, we’re tn it at last.”’ 

“That's right, Charley, but this beats the 
business we've been in for the last three 
months. This work of keeping out of sight 
of the officers and trying to avoid arrest 
is the hardest thing I ever tried to do.” 

Wells, the most communicative of the 
two, talked the whole affair over. He told 
about the war between the lumberman’s 
exchange and other dealers in Philadelphia. 
A number of firnis were placed ut der arrest 
for doing business fraudulently and the 
members sentenced to eighteen months in 
the penitentiary. His firm was carrying on 
business in the same way. He did not care 
to come under the sentence of the court 
and, after his preliminary hearing, he de. 
cided to leave. With Rowe he got off to Chi- 
cago and since his escape has visited all 
of the largest western towns. They were 
located in Cincinnati and made several nar- 
row escapes there. 

Wells is a man of wealth and prominence. 
He says that he is an electrica) engineer 
by profession and has held high positions 
with Edison. He now operates several elec- 
tric plants and has a large amount of prop- 
erty in Philadelphia. 

Both men say that they can arrange to 
settle their affairs and hope to make a good 
showing when carried back to Philadelphia. 
They say that the charges against them 
are instigated and pushed by the lumber- 
man’s exchange. 

It is the biggest catch of the year for the 
detectives and they were being congratu- 
lated by all who heard of it yesterday af. 
ternoon. 


WANTED BY THEIR BONDSMEN.

[T IMPLICATED PROMINENT GENTLEMEN 


Witness Ogle Told What He Said Had 
Been Told Him by Green Tread- 
well~The Disclosures,

A witness in the United States court 
created a sensation yesterday morning. It 
was during the trial of C. C. Brown, Berry 
Turner and W. B. Callahan, who are under 
indictment for white capping in Whitfield 
county. 

The witness was Mr. Charles F. Ogles, 
a farmer living near Tilton, in Whitfield 
-county. Mr. Ogles was subpoenaed as a 
witness for the defense, but was excused. 


ed that the old gentleman would be a‘ good 
witness for his side of the case and put 
him on the stand. 

He had not spoken a half donen words 
before every eye in the courtroom was riv- 
eted on him and the falling of a pin 
could have been heard. In a clear, distinct 
voice he told of a kuklux organization in 
Whitfield county which, according to his 
seemingly incredible tale, numbered as mem- 
bers some of the most prominent men in 
the state. The witness said he had heard 
mentioned as members of the organization | 
Mr. Paul B. Trammell, the present reve- 
nue collector; Hon. Trammell Starr, a mem- 
ber of the state senate; Representative 
Longley and Hon, John Black, the mayor 
of Dalton, and ex-Senator Rembert. 

The witness said that he was present at 
a meeting held in a barn at Tilton during 
the fall of 1892, for the purpose of organiz- 
ing a kuklux association. He had been in- 
duced to become a member of the organiza- 
tion and consented to do so because he was 
afraid if he refused his life would be in 
danger. There were present at that meeting 
he said, the following: 

Charles C. Brown and W. B. Callahan, 
two of the defendants on trial; J. D. Joyce, 
John Townsend,‘Constable Alfred Whitner, 
Lorenza Harris, Jim Townsend, Tom Hayes 
and W. A, Adams. 

Those who were present were initiated, the 
witness said, and took the following oath: 
“I do solemnly swear before Almighty 
God and these witnesses that I will sur- 
render my body to the will of my friends, 
and that if I serve as a grand juror or 
go before the grand jury as a witness, I 
will do all I can to prevent bills of indict- 
ment against my friends.’’ 

Two or three weeks later, the witness 
said, the organization held a meeting for 
the purpose of electing officers. There were 
present at this meeting W. B. Griggs, Hen- 
ry Johnson, Harper Coker, Fayette Fincher, 
Henry Fincher, Jeff Fincher, Henry Wade, 
William Wade, John Keith, Frank Morgan, 
Columbus Caldwell and Rev. W. L. Brown, 
Jr., the Baptist preacher. 

Charles Brown, the witness continued, 
was elected captain of the organization and 
Rev. W. L. Brown, Jr., lieutenant, while 
Green Treadwell, Rufe Greer, W. D. Griggs 
and Frank Morgan were chosen as referees. 
The witness mentioned in addition to 
these the names of other prominent people 
whom, he said, had been mentioned to him 
as members of the order by persons solic- 
iting him to join. Among these were Hon. 
Paul Trammell, Hon. T'rammell Starr, Rep- 
resentative Longley, Hon. John Black and 
ex-Senator Rembert. These names were 
given him, he said, as a token of the order’s 
respectability, and there was no evidence 
to connect them witfl any crimes commit- 
ted by the kuklux. The witness said that

When Mr. Ogies left the stand court ad- 
journed for dinner and during the recess 
the sensational testimony was on every- 
body’s lips. 

Collector Trammell did not seem in the 
least disturbed over the connection of his 
name with the kuklux band. He hardly 
considered it worthy of serious denial. The 
other gent#men involved, who were in the 
city yesterday, treat the charge in the same 
way. Mr. Trammell said that he had been 
very active in his efforts to break up such 
lawlessness and had lent the government all 
the aid he could in that direction. He and 
his friends believe that this is a ruse on 
the part of the white cappers to draw 
public sympathy. By alleging the connection 
of prominent people with the organization 
it would give it an air of respectability 
which would throttle the vengeance of the 
courts. Several witnesses were examined by 
the government in rebuttal during the after- 
noon session, after which court adjourned. 
No evidence of material importance was 
adduced during the afternoon. The trial will 
be resumed this morning and a number of 
witnesses who have been telegraphed for 
will be examined. An effort will be made 
by the defense to break down the testimony 
of Ogles.

There will be an important meeting of the 
rate committee of the Southern Railway and 
Steamship Aahontation in this city next 
Tuesday. 

The meeting is for thé*purpose of getting 
fertilizer rates adujsted in a satis“actory 
manner ahd placing them on the schedule 
for the season that'is approaching. 

One of the most important questions to 
-@ome before the metting will be the coal 

and iron and the lumber rates, about which 
there is always a great deal of wrangling 
at the meetings of the rates committee. 

The last meeting of the committee was 
held in this city on the 23d of October and 
at that session many matters were taken 
up which were never finished. The ques- 
tions went to the last meeting of the ex- 
ecutive board of the association and some 
of them were not setfied even then to the 
satisTaction of those *who form the mem- 
bership of the board, which includes all the 
presidents and general managers of the 
railroad properties of the territory covered 
by the association. 

The meeting of the rate committee next 
Tuesday will have fiany things that have 
been attracting the attentjon of the associ- 
ation lately to deal with and it is certain 
that there will oe"a ‘Very interesting and 
important session for the railroaders. The 
rate committee of the Southern Railway 
and Steamship Association is composed of 
the general freight agents and trific man- 
agers of all the roads in: the -territory cov- 
ered by the association. 

The next highest authority is the exec- 
utive board, whk®%h is composed of the pres- 
idents 4nd general managers of the rail- 
roads forming the association, and the 
highest power of all is the board of arbi- 
tration, which is like the senate of the 
United Statés. 
The commissioner has special powers that 
are brought into effect all the while. 
The Passenger Rate Men. 
There have been many, interesting issues 
before the rate committee of the Southern 
Passenger Association held in New York 
for the past two or three days. 
The question of special privileges to 
winter tourists to Florida came up, and 
it has been decided to give them all man- 
ner of concessions in the way of stop- 
over privileges here and there en route to 
Florida. 
Many of the leading passenger agents in 
the south were at the rate meeting in 
New York. Among those who went from 
Atlanta were Messrs. Sam Hardwick and 
Charley Harman. 
The rate committee of the Southern Pas- 
senger Association has nothing to do with 
the questions that have lately caused the 
differences that have grown up among the 
members of the assoviation, but it is 
thought that something will be done at 
this meeting of the passenger agents that 
will have a tendency to bring about an 
adjustment between the roads that aie at 
outs. 
ahe Louisville and Nashville was the 
road, it seems, to causé the quarrel. It is 
claimed by the Queen and Crescent, which 
was the first°of the roads to give notice 
that it intended to withdraw from the as- 
sociation, that ‘the Louisville and Nashville 
violated the rules of the association and 
cut rates out of Texa$ against the Queen f 
and Crescent.

Built Next Year, 
SEVERAL COUNCILMEN MAKE SPEECHES 


to Take Action ior the Improvement 


3 of Their Section of Town. 


West Atlanta, that section of the city 
around Taylor hill, as it was known years 
ago, will be a factor before the general 
council next year. 

And if the talk of the people living in that 
section of the city counts for aught, and 
the hard work of the same people can da 
any good, west Atlanta will be a happier 
home for many home owners before the 
next year is half gone, than it has ever 
been before. 

For many years the people living ‘west 
of the big hill, known in the past as Tay- 
lor hill, have been trying to secure 
water, sewers and streets, but so far they 
have been unable to accomplish anything. 
The representatives of those wards in the 
council have done all that could be done, 
but somehow it seems as though they could 
secure very little of the much that was 
wanted. That the two wards, or rather 


line is laid down on the city map, are 
sadly in need of many things is beyond 
@ question of doubt. There is no water 
for fire purposes or other uses in that sec- 
tion of the city, and it is in that. section 
alone that Chief Joyner finds it impossible 
to conquer fires. Fires over there usually 
burn their course and the house that once 
catches afire is doomed, as it takes more 
than a thousand feet of hose to reach some 
portions, while other portions of the sec- 
tion are wholly out of the reach of the 
water service. Then the sewerage of that 
portion of the city is bad because the 
water is not accessible for flushing and 
flowing. In fact the sewerage has not 
been given the attention there that that 
section of the city demands. 

Then the streetg and sidewalks are not 
as abundant as the people would like, while 
there is a dearth of curbing that makes the 
property owners weary who want good pav- 
ing. 

One of the principal complaints of the 
people of the west side is the want 
of a direct route to the city. In order to 
reach the heart of the city it is necessary 
for the people on the hill and west of it 
to go to the Nelson street bridge, the Mag- 
nolia street bridge or the Jones avenue 
bridge, unless. they want to cross some of 
the railroads tracks. At either of these 
bridges they are almost as far from tha 
heart of the city as they were before they 
started on the trip, and yet in order to 
reach the bridge they must have traveled 
almost as much distunce as they are yet 
compelled to cover to reach Whitehall 
street. 

To obviate this serious inconvenience the 
people want a bridge more than anything 
else, and that bridge is the one over Ala- 
tama street about which so much talking 
has been done and so little work has been 
shown. 

For some days past the people in that 
section of the city have been discussing 
the necessities of the wards and a day or 
two ago it was decided to have a meeting 
at the store of Gardner @& Myers, on the 
corner of Davis and Foundry streets and 
to ask the members-elect from those two 
wards to be present. The store is on the 
line which divides the wards, and it. was 
quite a crowd present: when the meeting 
convened. Diagonally across the street 
from the store is a church, and the meeting 
was held in the lecture room of the church. 
Mr. Mayson, the councilman-elect from the 
first ward, and Mr. Sims, the councilman- 
elect from the fifth ward, were both pres- 
ent by invitation. Both gentlemen address- 
ed the assembly and both promised to do 
all that could be done to make that section 
of the two wards better than it had ever 
been before. 

Several citizens of the wards talked plain- 
ly about the many promises that had been 
rade by members of the council and the 
little work that had been secured. 

‘The truth is,’’ said Mr. Johnson, one of 
the leading citizens of the ward, “we have 
had promises until promises are worn out 
with us. We now - want work and there is 
rot a man living in this section of the city, 
where the two wards come together, who 
does not think we have anything but good 
working members of the council this time. 
I do not mean to reflect on the gentlemen 
who have been in the council from these 


two wards before, because they 
have all worked hard, notwith- 
standing the fact’ that they have 


secured so little, I think if we will stand 
behind our new representatives and help 
them along we will get what we want, But 
we must not expect them to do all. We 
must go to work ourselves and push the 
matter and sée that we help them.”’ 

Mr. Gardner spoke in the same way and 
pledged his aid to the members from the 
two wards and urged all those present to 
call upon the other members of the council 
and push the work. 

Mr. Shank spoke in the same way and.so

-Mr. Sims promised the residents of his 
section of the territory that he would do 
all he could to secure the building of the 
bridge so as to open a direct line of commu- 
nication with the heart of the city. 

“The side of the city,” said Mr. Sims,

much my watch as any other part and I 
promise now that I will do all I can, not 
only to secure that bridge, but to give this 
section of the city, whether it be in the 
fifth or the first, the best that can be done. 
I will make it my business to see what 
can be done and do ‘all that can be done. 
I know that the people over here have bee 
slighted, and while I regret it, I know noc 
where to lay the ‘blame. But if you will 
give me your help I'll do all that one 
member of the council can do to that end.”’ 
“I have heard all Mr. Sims has said,’ .

The New State School Commissioner. 

Professor Glen, the new state school com- 
missioner, was sworn in yesterday and will 
assume the duties of his office on the ist 


‘of January. He came up from Macon dur- 


ing the morning and at 3 o’clock had a con- 
ference with Governor Atkinson. The pro- 
fessor did not remain long in the city, as 
he returned to Macon on the 4 o’clock train, 
but he stayed long enough to announce 
among other things that he would certainly 
reappoint Major R. J. Guiun assistant com- 
missioner. 

Professor Glen stands very high among 
the educators of the state and is an ex- 
ceedingly pleasant gentleman, one who is 
sure to make an excellent impression in the 
office. 

The Exposition Bill Signed. 

The governor has signed the joint resolu- 
tions providing for an exhibit and an appro- 
priation for the exposition. He has also 
signed the school law, tne insurance bill 
and a number of other general acts. 

The work of the clerks in both senate 
and house is well up and by today all of 
the enrolled acts will be signed by the of- 
ficers of both houses and will be sent to the 
executive department. 

The registration bill, the tax act and the 
appropriations act are the last in the hands 
of the clerks, owing to their length and the 
care which must be exercised in enrolling 
them. 

The School Commission Bill. 

The bill providing for’an amendment of 
the constitution by which the state. school 
commissioner shall be elected by the people 
has not yet reached the governor. 

It is said that there is an obstacle in 
the way of the practical operation of the 
provisions of the bill—that is in its submis- 
sion to the people at its next general elec- 
tion as the constitution requires of all con- 
stitutional amendments. 

It has been the practice heretofore, wheth- 
er by design or otherwise, to introduce these 
bills, providing for submission of amend- 
rent, at the second sessions of the legisla- 
trre and there would be no trouble with 
this bill if it had been introduced at a 
second session, but the bill has lost sight of 
the fact that the next general election is in 
January, for it provides for sixty days’ ad- 
vertisement, which obviously cannot be 
done before the January election. What 


Governor Atkinson will do with the bill no- 


bedy knows. He is quoted by some of his 
friends as being strongly inclired against 
the measure. Should it be submitted to the 
pecple, it could nct, however, go into effect 
for four years and could in no way effect 
his appointments or appointee. 

Two Merchants Saved. 

Governor Atkinson signed the insolvént 
trader’s act immediately upon its- submis- 
sion to him and by doing so saved two mer- 
chants from the hands of receivers. 

The ink had hardly become dry on the 
act when an Atlanta lawyer called upon 
the governor to ask whether the act had 
been signed of not and when told that it 
had said that he had the papers all drawn 
and in half an hour more would have had 
en Atlanta merchant in the hands of a 
receiver.
